City Utility Employees 
Braving Bad Weather 


Much credit has been given to many 
people and services during the past 
few weeks, as many city, county, and 
state employes have gone above and 
beyond their call of duty to perform 
the extra tasks that come with this 
weather. And, it has been no piece of 
cake at the city water utility, either. 
Superintendent Charles Scott said 
yesterday his men have also been on 
24-hour call for the past few weeks, 
and he is very proud of the work they 
have been doing. They are another 
one of those groups that must work no 
matter what kind of weather there is 
outside. 
So (ar in January, according to 
Scott, his men have answered B9 
service calls, for an average of over 4 
a day, to households due to frozen 
pipes, bursted pipes, and- or frozen 
water m eters. Forty of the above 
mentioned 89 calls were answered to 
fix frozen w ater meters. 
All the tim e they have been doing 
this, they have been having some 
problems of their own at the City 
Utility plant. 
In this kind of weather, the men at 
the utility are having problem s 
keeping the water that flows into the 


brine tank from freezing That salt is 
a most important factor at the utility, 
it keeps your water conditioned, and 
makes the tap water soft water in 
stead of hard water. 
Also, the controls on the water 
tower located at East lith Street 
froze, and men had to come and thaw 
out the controls on Sunday. 
Nope, it hasn’t been easy. 
Service calls have been made at all 
hours of the day and night by city 
utility employes, and these are the 
extra calls, not including the ones 
made during the day. 
Scott would like to remind people, 
that a city ordinance requires 
residents to have a valve under or 
near their house where the water can 
be shut off, in case of bursted pipes or 
Irozens pipes. Scott said many of the 
calls could be eliminated if the 
residents would shut the water off at 
that valve, instead of calling the 
utility, and having his men shut the 
water off at the meters. 
It hasn't been fun for the city utility 
employes, and they will be among 
those who will be glad to see this 
weather break, and tem peratures 
start rising again. 


Found In 
Inve 
Evans, Davis To Check Spill 


Following the thaw of Flatrock River 
Rush County Environmentalists Jim 
Evans and Dana Davis will check the 
river for possible damages that may 
have been caused by the recent spillage 
reported in the investigation of Fire Chief 
Dayton Springman. 
Springman’s investigation was a result 
of a reported explosion factor in a storm 
sewer on Water Street caused by a 
petroleum product. S pringm an’s in­ 
vestigation found that a spillage had 
occurred at one of the gas stations in the 
Water Street area, and gasoline that had 
overflowed from one of the stations while 
filling the storage tanks had been washed 
into the sewer. 
The sewer runs from Morgan to Main 
Street, then dumps into the Flatrock 
River. The first sign of the explosion 
factor came approximately three weeks 
ago. 
“ We were never contacted about the 
spillage,” Evans said “We had our first 
information from a telephone contact 
Thursday (January 20) and I contacted 
the Indiana Stream Pollution Control 
Board, Spillage Department, as soon as 
we were notified.” 


Evans said when he was notified of the 
spillage, he contacted Rene Schulton, a 
representative of the Spillage Depart­ 
ment, and told him the entire situation, 


Evans said he told Schulton there was a 
gasoline spillage, and it was believed to 
have gone into Flatrock River. Evans 
said Schulton told him there had to be a 
“considerable amount of gallonage” to 
harm the aquatic life in the river, and the 
river has to have a very low flow 
Evans said no one along the river had 
compalined of any problems, and he told 
Schulton there were no apparent 
problems because of the spillage. 


Schulton told Evans that since it 
happened three weeks ago, and there 
were no apparent problems because 
there had been no reports of fish kills or 
other environmental problems due to the 


spillage, the State Board of Health would 
take no action. 
Evans said, however, that Stream 
Pollution Control Regulation 16 had been 
violated, in that a spillage had occurred 
and neither the Rush County Environ­ 
mentalists or the State Board of Health 
had been notified of the spillage. Evans 
said it is not a well known law. but his 
office must be notified of a spillage of any 
such type. 
Evans said should the Stream Pollution 
Control Board choose to investigate 
matters such as this, they would have 
found the owner of the property where 
the spillage occurred, and 
whoever 


washed the spillage in the storm sew er. 


Evans said there possibly could have 
been a fine and-or penalty of some nature 
should an environmental problem oc­ 
curred 
Evans said Schulton would not initiate 
any action since it had been three weeks 
ago and there were no problems. 


But Evans also added he would take it 
upon himself to check the river after the 
thaw, and see if any problems w ere 
created. He said he did not believe 
anything could have happened, because 
nothing had been reported, but he would 
still run a check.

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Handicaps Do Not Stop Burglar 


YORK, England (U PI) — For 34 of his 46 years Philip 
McCutcheon has led a life of crime — despite his 
handicaps of a withered hand, a glass eye and an 
artificial leg. Thursday he got some advice from a 
judge. 
Judge Rodney Percy at York Crown Court told him, 
“You are a rotten burglar. Whoever heard of a burglar 
succeeding with one leg? 
McCutcheon, who has more than 20 convictions dating 
back to 1943, appeared in court this time charged with 
stealing 
eight chickens, 
handling 
stolen 
property, 
breaking a driving ban and driving under the influence 
of drink. 
He pleaded guilty. 
The prosecutor, Jennifer Saunders, said police found 
the clues of the chicken theft — feathers and four 
wishbones — after McCutcheon crashed into two parked 
cars while he was driving home from a pub. 
Judge Percy ordered him to do 90 hours community 
service, fined him $17 and banned him from driving for 
six months.

Lenient Marriage Laws Passed By House 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Brides and grooms in their 
September years would be spared the cost and bother of 
blood tests under a bill the Indiana House passed, 78-13, 
Thursday. 
The bill, sent to 
the Senate, also would 
allow 
m arriages between first cousins in that age group — 65 
and older. 
Rep. Richard B. Wathen, RJeffersonville, told fellow 
legislators he sponsored the bill because, except in cases 
so rare as to be negligible, a blood test for such couples 
“show no positive results and it costs the patients 
m oney.” 
The test is mainly for syphilis detection. 
The bill’s effective date if enacted would be Sept. I. 


Yale University Taken In By Hoax 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. (U PI) — Andreas Alrea, a 
genius and a millionaire at 21, made quite an impression 
on Yale University’s administration when he enrolled 
last fall. Now, it turns out, the Ivy League school has 
been had. 
Alrea, who came to school equipped with glowing 
recommendations, records of an outstanding high school 
performance and tales of having made $30 million in the 
three years since he left high school, turned out to be a 
house decorator who applied to the school on a dare 
Alrea is really Patrick Michael McDermit of Los 
Angeles. He has poor high school academic record and 
very little money. 
He finally tired of the gam e in December and dropped 
out of school and on Thursday owned up to the hoax to 
the school administrxtion. 
Dean of Admissions Worth David said he believes 
M cDerm it is telling the truth this time and doubts that 
any charges will be brought against him. 
Instead, David said, the school will take a closer look 
at its admission procedures “to see what we can do to 
prevent a recurrence.” 


Representative Sharp Resigns

resigned Thursday as an associate professor of political 
science at Ball State University.

The 
leave extended through the present winter quarter, 
which ends in February. 
Sharp, a Democrat elected as part of the reaction to 
W atergate and President Nixon’s resignation, 
won- 
election in the traditionally Republican district by - 
defeating David Dennis of Richmond, who had served on 
the House Judiciary Committee when it was preparing 
articles of impeachment against Nixon. 
He was among those freshmen congressmen that the 
Republican Party had marked for special effort in 
defeating in last November’s election. However, Sharp, 
who had taught at Ball State since 1969, won election to 
a second term.

“Is On Right Track”

wants a chance to make a 
careful study of the proposed 
support

potential cost to the taxpayers. 
One tentative congressional 
study show ed the bill could 
result in a resum ption of direct 
federal grain and cotton sup­ 
port paym ents which have been 
held to zero in the past three 
years because m arket prices 
have 
been 
above 
support 
“ target” levels. 
A package of strategy sugges­ 
tions prepared for consideration 
of the new adm inistration by 
Carter 
advisers, 
meanwhile, 
suggested that with farm prices 
continuing to fall, “ it would be 
helpful to dem onstrate, at least 
symbolically, the new adminis­ 
tration’s concern for the plight 
of the fa rm e r.” 
The m em o, which appeared 
to have been prepared some 
weeks ago, suggested that “a

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Cold Weather May Be Boring, 
But More Is In Sight 


CHICAGO (UPI) - You may 
think w e’ve had enough winter 
already, but a leading govern 
ment weather forecaster has 
more chilling news: There’s 
more to com e for the Midwest. 
“Looking 
30 
days 
ahead, 
which is as far as we go, it will 
continue below normal temper­ 
atures for Chicago, Illinois and 
the M idwest,” said Ray Weid­ 
man, 
chief 
meterologist 
in 
charge of the National Weather 
Service’s 
forecast 
office 
in 
Chicago 
Waldman 
is 
basing 
his 
prediction on the major weath­ 
er system s, the cold air stacked 
high in the atmosphere and the 
expected movements of these 
system s. 
It is shaping up as a very- 
likely 
record-breaking winter 
all around, and once it has 
started “it feeds on itself,” said 
Waldman.

caster shivers 
in 
the 
cold 
though it is policy for profes 
sional weathermen not to say 
so in public, and Waldman feels 
we are all suffering more this 
winter because we are not used 
to the cold 
“We haven’t had this type of 
persistant cold for a long period 
of time. We’ve been 
accus 
tom ed to mild w in ters,” he 
said. “That’s why it affects us 
so drastically.” 
But that is not to say that it 
has not been cold. 
“October, 
November 
and 
December were definitely some 
of the coldest months w e’ve 
ever had in our records. And 
they go back to the Chicago fire 
in 1871. 
“Last Sunday (Jan. 16) was 
one of the coldest days w e’ve 
ever experienced in Chicago. In 
fact, it was the third coldest on 
record with a high of 7 below 
and a low of 19 below. 
The first 16 days of this 
month show an average tem ­ 
perature for Chicago of 9.9 
degrees. The coldest January 
on record, in 
1912, 
had 
an 
average of 11.8 degrees. “So if 
we continue with this bitter 
cold, we could easily end up 
with a record,” said Waldman. 
“We now have a pretty good 
snow 
coyer 
all 
over 
the 
Midwest and far down in the 
South. It means the sun is not 
as effective in heating up the 
air in the daytime and with 
more cold coming in during the 
night, 
the cold air 
sort 
of 
maintains itself,” he said. 


Waldman said, “Since Octo 
ber and all through November, 
December and up until today 
we’ve had a persistant flow of 
air from a very cold source.” 
That source is the frigid air 
mass 
over 
the 
Arctic 
and 
Canada, brought down by winds 
blowing from the north and 
northwest “right down on the 
Midwest.” 


"The persistancy of this flow 
is what make the difference 
and that's why the cold has 
stayed on,” Waldman said. 
During normal winters, such 
as the last two “this kind of 
circulation may continue for 
five or IO days at a time and 
then be replaced by winds from 
the south or southw est that 
bring thaws. 


“But this winter we really 
haven’t 
had 
any 
extended 
periods of 
moderating 
tem­ 
peratures,” said Waldman. 
There is not really a simple 
answer why. 
“There are different schools 
of thought. 
Some 
feel 
we’re 
experiencing 
a 
cooling 
off 
globally, but then again others 
say it’s the other way around — 
the 
weather 
is 
getting 
warmer,” said Waldman. 


And the old saying that a cold 
winter follows on a hot summer 
does not seem to hold up either. 
“The experts who study weath­ 
er records say there is no 
consistancy — a cold winter 
may or may not follow a warm 
summer,” he said. 
Coleman Signs Three 
Companies To Air Bags 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) 
— 
Transportation Secretary Wil­ 
liam Coleman Jr. said today he 
has signed contracts with three 
automobile companies to begin 
producing 
airbag-equipped 
cars, but one year later than he 
had originally planned. 
The

Motors, 
Ford 
and 
Mercedes-Benz, all of them will 
begin offering the cars for a 
two-year period beginning in 
September, 1979. 
In addition, Volkswagen of 
America agreed to produce not 
less than 60,000 cars equipped 
with passive seat belt system s 
— the type which close in over 
the driver automatically when 
the door is shut — beginning on 
the sam e date. 


In all, there will be 502,250 
cars available to the public in 
the 1980 and 1981 model years. 
GM will offer the airbag across 
the entire front seat on 300,000 
intermediate size cars. Ford 
will offer the same option on 
the drivers side only for 140,000 
compact cars. 
Mercedes 
will 
offer 
the 
airbag on the drivers side only 
for 750 sedans in the 1980 model 
year and for 1,500 of the sam e 
cars in 1981 model year. 
The VW passive seat belt, 
already offered as an option on 
the Rabbit and in use in about 
50,000 of them, is an arm like 
d ev ice attached to the door 
which locks the driver in place 
when the door in shut.
